LABOR’S HIGH COURT 


(EDITORIAL) 


The AFL Executive Council under the leadership of President 
George Meany has made it plain that crooked unions, or crooks in 
any AFL union, are going to find it very hard indeed in the future 
to hide behind the veil of autonomy. 

The AFL Executive Council unanimously adopted on February 
3 an ultimatum to the AFL International Longshoremen’s Union 
the full text of which is published herewith. 

AFL President Meany emphasized in talking to the press that 
the principles laid down by the Executive Council were not directed 
solely at the longshore union but also were intended as a code of 
moral conduct for all AFL unions to follow.

to be less than 9.5 cents to be more 
economical. If the gas costs more 
than 9.5 cents, the oil at 13.3 cents 
is the more’ economical. 


However, the comparison would 
be true only for new installations 
of gas or oil-fired burners. Coal 
furnaces converted to oil or gas 
would vary in performances de- 
pending on the type of furn-ce and 
its basic efficiency. A coal burner 
converted to oil frequently con- 
sumes 12-13 per cent more oil to 
supply the same heht. One type of 
boiler considered basically ineffi- 
cient for conversion to oil is the 
horizontal-sectional cast-iron boiler 
known as the pancake type. It has 
wide-open flue passages which 
don’t provide.good heat exchange. 

Likewise, furnaces and boilers es- 
pecially designed for gas are pre- 
ferebale to conversion installations 
although these may be satisfactory 
if done by a competent installer in 
accordance with the manufact- 
urer’s instructions.

“If the present divergence between wages and productivity 
continues for another year or two,” said President Meany, “it will 
mean that we will produce far more than we can consume. That 
puts us right back where we were in 1929, when the bubble burst. 
We went into a tailspin because we could not consume the things 
we were able to produce. Now is the time to see that it does not 
happen again.” 

Statistics were cited in the AFL report to show that in the 
four decades from 1910 to 1950 wage gains had paralleled 
\productivity gains. 

“The dramatic growth of the American economy” during 
that period, the AFL points out, was due in large measure to 
jorganized labor’s guccess in maintaining a balance between 
the amount workers produced and the amount they earned. 

Through uhions, the AFL report declares, technological 
advances, have been translated into a steadily rising standard 
of living. 

The cattlemen who find they can't sell their beef and make 
a living on the basis of the existing amount of purchasing 
power should sit up and pay some attention to this policy of 
the AFL.

Recently Secretary of the Treasury George Humphrey announced 
the government was going to increase the interest rate on the $9 billion 
of short-term government loans which fall due this month. From now 
on, Uncle Sam will pay about 5% of one percent more interest for 
the money he borrows. The really important aspect of the matter is 
this: The present national debt is $267 billion; % of that amount must 
be refinanced during the next 5 years. If this higher interest rate is 
extended to the entire refinancing program, the American public witl 
be saddled with an extra six and a quarter billion dollars per year

% of the seriously wounded men who have received the infected blood 
plasma have developed the liver ailment. Both military and civilian 
medical researchers say they have found no way to sterilize the plasma 
{to kill the hepatitis virus. More than a year ago, Dr. Robert Lincoln 
lof West Medford, Mass., warned that hepatitis would break out among 
|the troops in Korea from the use of infected plasma. Dr. Lincoln, who 
is being persecuted by the medical trust, was denounced for his warning.
